THE OLD SPORTING PRINT AND THE NEW: 
FROM ALKEN TO THE PRESENT 


A NEw TYPE of sporting print is in the field to-day. 

Hitherto, the term “sporting print” generally called up visions of British 
field sports, pictured for a particular class of a particular race, by a particular 
eroup of artists, in a particular way, during the first half of the nineteenth 
century. 

To-day the collector and the amateur with sporting interests are becoming 
interested in a type of print — usually etching — in which the manner of 
execution is of first consideration. The subject interest is still there, but it is 
secondary. It is joined to expression of mood, the mood of time and purpose 
and place, and the practice of art principles. In other words, the “how” is 
emphasized before the “what”. The manner in which the thing is done is 
presented for consideration before the appeal of whatever subject interest 
the print offers, which is naturally the way to consider a work of art. The 
subject interest always has its appeal, a natural and proper condition. It 1s 
the manner in which the appeal is presented that makes all the difference. 
As a simple example, compare a maudlin picture of “baby’s first footsteps” 
with one of the best of Mary Cassatt’s studies of child life. In short, we have 
an etching primarily; it happens also to meet a sportsman’s interest, and meet 
it with understanding. 

Does all this sound a bit ungracious toward the familiar British sporting 
print? It need not. There may be often more art in the new type of sporting 
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print than in the old. But the old fulfilled its purpose at the time. And it is 
indispensable to-day as a pictorial document of decided importance, besides 
which there is the matter of persisting sentiment and interest. The folio of 
drawings by Henry Alken, aquatinted by I. Clarke (“The National Sports of 
Great Britain”, London: Thomas McLean, 1821), acquired some time ago 
for the Spencer Collection of The New York Public Library, well illustrates 
all that. Indeed, the volume started the curator of prints on this divagational 
jaunt down a most alluring by-way in the field of prints. (Divagations, after 
all, forming an enduring charm in the study or collecting of prints. ) 

British sporting pictures met British interest in out-door life — the hunt, 
angling, coaching, racing — and hold that life for us to-day. The pictures 
were full of movement and dash. What is not so often insisted on, their 
setting was usually an integral and important part of the picture. Whether 
you are offered an equestrian portrait of some famous huntsman, or a picture 
of a noted dog, or a view of hunters and hounds in pursuit of the fox, nearly 
always the scene is set in a landscape that is a delightful reflection of typical 
English scenery and of the Englishman’s love of it. That is an element 
which is apt to grow on one as one looks over a number of such color prints. 
Coursing, by Charles Turner after Richard Jones (1823), with heath, rolling 
meadows and woods, will do as well as any to emphasize this. As for the 
figures, they are always definitely drawn, to help an imagination and an eye 
more at home in the field, perhaps, than in the study of pictures. The infor- 
mation is thus equally definite. To the lover of sport in those days the artists 
showed either actual notabilities or familiar types, actual huntsmen, and 
horses and dogs of fame, or typical breeds that meant much. The artists, 
one feels, had a strong and active interest in the things which they pictured. 

When Pollard drew, and Smart and Hunt engraved, Epsom Races, there 
was shown not only the race itself but its environment. Similarly, the Epsom 
series by Sutherland after Alken is a remarkable picture of the doings on a 
race course, — jockeys getting ready, pugilists, vehicles, the gay touch of 
feminine attire. This matter of detail must have been dear to the sportsmen 
who bought the prints. That public would naturally resent incompleteness 
or error in such details. The artists evidently were usually in love with their 
subject, knew it well, and did their best. So, in Grant’s Meet at Melton, 
engraved by W. Humphreys, full of movement, the people and dogs have 
not painfully the aspect of “having their pictures took”. In the Alken book 
which led to these considerations, all sorts of sports are depicted in detail, 
with coloring added to make things all the more lifelike. Hunting, angling, 
riding to hounds, as well as pugilism and those sports which more directly 
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ind unequivocally appeal to certain instincts — bull-baiting, cock-fighting 
nd pigeon shooting. The text, in French and English, has a rather apolo- 
yetic tone, a lukewarm enthusiasm even when the “natural impulse of man 
owards the chase” is under consideration. The writer evidently has an ever- 
resent feeling for the under animal. 

The art side of the business will at times strike you before the subject, the 
10w before the what, as you indulge in the delightful sport of going through 
. collection of such prints. For example, in T. Cooper’s jolly equestrian 
ortrait of Daniel Haigh, mezzotinted in luscious yet restrained blacks. Or 
me may note the queerly Guys-like touch in the fair equestrienne in Row- 
andson’s Old Elephant and Castle Inn. 

One must, after all, regard these prints with a sympathetic and under- 
tanding eye, as they were regarded in their day, and as the artists regarded 
heir subjects. A well-known collector, himself a keen lover of horseflesh, 
mce commented to the writer on a print by Harris after Herring, a stable 
nterior with a blanket thrown over a manger: “Nearly every print has some 
uch touch in it to give it an individuality.” 

Of old sporting prints this is not all, even in Great Britain. There were 
he Eighteenth Century beginnings, notably the mezzotints after that pro- 
ific painter George Morland, or after Ward, or occasional works by Zoffany 
nd others. In other countries there were engravings by Galle (after Stra- 
lanus ) in the Lowlands and by Ridinger in Germany, in the seventeenth and 
ighteenth centuries. And there were early nineteenth century French coach- 
ng prints, — lithographs by V. Adam or aquatints by Jazet — and studies 
f horses after C. Vernet. In France, too, Daumier and Morin did not 
lisdain to copy and sign the sporting caricatures of Robert Seymour, hapless 
llustrator of Pickwick. 

Even to-day’s different contributions to this specialty are not without their 
arlier prototypes. A writer some years ago busied himself with the study 
£ the recurrent incidental angler in British landscape pictures. Turner was 
ited, and Richard Wilson (Snowdon Hill, engraved by Woollett, etc.). 
eymour Haden’s etched plates include Ye Complete Angler, Barbel Fish- 
ag, A Salmon River, and various others. If anyone wishes to work this out 
1 detail, the idea is his. 

In a recent exhibition, in the print gallery of this Library, illustrating the 
ubject interest in prints, there were some panels devoted to sport. There 
ppeared, beside a group of the usual British sporting prints, a polo game 
y Liebermann, Wildfowler by Benson, bull-fight scenes by Goya, Manet 
nd Geiger, skating scenes by Jongkind and Klemm. (The last-named topic 
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‘Illustrates the ramifications into sub- sub-specialties of even this sub-specialty 
of sporting prints: a well-known and rigidly specializing collector has 
brought together a remarkable number of pictures dealing with skating 
solely.) There are plenty of other examples to be found in the records of 
nineteenth century prints: Jeanniot (polo), J. L. Brown (fox-hunting), 
Manet (racing). 

To-day, then, prints are being made which are not primarily conceived as 
sporting prints but simply as prints (etchings or whatever they may be). 
Prints which express the artist’s absorption in particular scenes, moods, prob- 
lems of technique or design. But, dealing, sometimes quite incidentally or 
only by inference, with activities connected with life in the open, they have 
appealed to those who hunt, fish, ride, sail, or indulge in whatever other 
outdoor sport you will. It is quite likely that a lot of new collectors and 
amateurs are being thus brought into the print game. 

The most striking instance, in our country or anywhere, of an etcher who 
makes this new sort of appeal to the lover of sport, is offered by Frank W. 
Benson. Occasionally he has done a plate showing a gunner wading through 
the marsh, putting us in direct touch with the exercise of a sport. But even 
such a figure is not usually the central point, but an element in a general 
scene which carries its note of time and mood. Usually he depicts wild geese, 
or ducks, or heron, resting or on the wing, with insistence on the decorative 
pattern which they make against the sky. Not only does his loving knowl- 
edge of the structure and habits of these birds captivate and hold the interest 
of lover of nature and sportsman, there is also, or rather primarily, the 
atmosphere in which these pictures are steeped. We see these birds live and 
move in surroundings, under the changing skies of passing seasons, which 
inevitably awaken memories in the sportsman of emotions and moods which 
come when you get closer to nature. Feelings which are concomitants of the 
zest of the sport. For he who pursues his game may conceivably gain some 
intimacy with his environment. Even he who, like the present writer, does 
not go out with gun or rod, may get more than a slight inkling of this 
possibility when, for example, an angler describes to him the delight of the 
mere start at an early hour, behind a spanking team, through the crisp, cool 
morning air. 

Roland Clark, too, has a sportsman’s delight in etching game birds. The 
Englishman George Marples has some plates of wild ducks to his credit, as 
has Richard E. Bishop. Four-footed game is getting its iconography, mainly 
American. Exhibitions were held in New York, in recent years, of dry-points 
of wild animals by P. C. Wharton and dry-points of American Hunting 
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Countries by Edward King. In the latter pictures of riding to hounds there 
is much display of snowy landscape. There is character and humor, likewise, 
as in that plate showing a fox panting into something like a malicious ha-ha, 
as he watches the hunt floundering along in the distance. The moose is 
shown in his native haunt, — quite by himself and sufficient unto himself — 
by Carl Rungius. Will Simmons has written on the “Etching of wild life”, 
and has practiced the art of which he wrote. 

_ Angling, too, has its artistic records. Norman Wilkinson’s Spey Pool is 
a bit of landscape with a fish jumping out of the water as part of the whole 
scene, not a fish portrait. Yet may it not stir the angler as much as, or more 
than, a made-to-order picture of a fish being played atthe end of a line? 
One feels not only the spur of the sport, but all that goes with the day’s 
outing, the charm of landscape, the tang of wind, the fragrance and intimacy 
of nature. George Soper, in his: The Cast and The Rise, more directly 
accentuates the actual moments of tense attention to the matter in hand. 
This topic of angling pictures has an interesting field all its own. It recalls 
the etched contributions by Platt, Parrish and others to Dean Sage’s “The 
Ristigouche and its salmon fishing,” a limited edition production of which 
this Library treasures a copy. 

So one may go on, ever slipping off into the quicksand of the catalogue, 
and state that Hayden Jones has pictured the Hollywood Horse Show, that 
Marguerite Kirmse and others have specialized in dogs, that John R. Bar- 
clay has etched golfing scenes, that Bellows has glorified the prize ring, that 
Cadwallader Washburn and James McBey have found subjects in the bull- 
ring. 

We have, then, a new variety of sporting print, rather different in artistic 
Vision from that which once served the British public. A sort of print which 
is not infrequently, and then often at its best, of sporting interest secondarily, 
but none the less forcibly. A kind of print which underscores again the fact 
that art is of its age. And this age is responding to this art in this specialty 
also. 

Besides this new expression, the old British sporting print continues to hold 
us by its sheer human contact. The addition of the Alken book not only adds 
to the Spencer Collection an interesting example of a color-print book, — 
which specialty in book-illustration already has a little bibliography of its 
own. It is a reminder, also, of an artistic activity which mirrored habits, 


tastes and doings of a considerable section of the English people.

MUSIC DIVISION 


: HE Music Division’s collection of American music of that period 

known as the “fabulous” or “funny” forties has recently been in- 
creased by a gift from Miss Florence Tryon of Lexington, Massachusetts. 
It includes some volumes of songs, the first minstrel songs and many of the 
melancholy love-songs popular in a day when the despairing swain found “a 
fearful pleasure in suffering, sweet, for thee,” songs by the Hon. Mrs. Nor- 
ton at 614 cents apiece, by Charles Glover, E. J. Loder, Henry Bishop, and 
F. N. Crouch. . 

A copy of Jullien’s Original Mazurka, autographed by the great Jullien, 
who visited America with his orchestra in 1853, is a feature of Miss Tryon’s 
collection of music for the dance, with its sprightly polkas, quadrilles, schot- 
tisches, and waltzes. The cover is a good example of the usual picture title, 
a lithograph depicting two neat and highly correct couples, the ladies gowned 
in pale pink and pale green, embarking upon the dance. Accompanying the 
music are elaborate directions for dancing the celebrated Mazurka of Spa. 

A volume of piano music for the drawing room consists largely of tran- 
scriptions and divertimenti on themes from the opera, old songs with varia- 
tions, marches, quicksteps and rondos in honor of veterans of the wars, 
firemen, militias or the reigning belle. “The Battle of Prague,” a piece of 
descriptive music, is one of the most amusing, with its rumbling cannon and 
cries of the wounded.* It is all alike, all mediocre, and reflects accurately the 
prevailing taste in music. 

Choral music for the domestic circle or the church is represented by the 
1839 edition of George Kingsley’s “Social Choir,” “ Cantica Laudis,” Grea- 
torex’s “Collection of Psalm and Hymn Tunes” and the “Social Sacred 
Melodist” by Oliver Shaw. Sacred words — of which the following is an 


example ane, “Oh, how they wept by Babel’s stream 


Their tears increased the flood 
And Zion was their mournful theme 
As on the banks they stood” 


were often set to tunes by Rossini, Boldieu and other well-known composers, 
with exactly the same blithe disregard for the original purpose of the music 
with which the maker of jazz to-day contemplates the classics. “Chaste and 
elegant melodies from the most classic authors” reads the subtitle of “Can- 
tica Laudis.” 

In itself, Miss Tryon’s small collection embodies a complete picture of the 
social, intellectual and musical history of the thirties and forties, and shows 
the dead level of mediocrity which characterized both the music of the draw- 


ing-room and that which the average audience demanded of the professional 
musician. A.M.

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NEWS OF THE MONTH 
: GIFTS 


: URING the month of September, 1926, there were received as gifts 

| 4,478 volumes, 5,997 pamphlets, 122 maps, and 59 prints. Some of 
these interesting and important gifts are noted below: 

From “Art in Australia,” Mr. Sydney Ure Smith, President, Sydney, New 
South Wales, came a collection of thirty prints by Australian etchers, com- 
prising examples by Sydney Ure Smith, Cyril Dillon, Herbert R. Gallop, 
Will Ashton, A. H. Fullwood, T. Fredensen, Norman Lindsay, J. C. Triall, 
Adrian Feint, J. A. Crisp, Bruce Robertson, Syd Long, and G. Shaw. From 
Mr. P. Neville Barnett, Sydney, New South Wales, came forty bookplates 
by Mr. Barnett and other artists, also copies of the Constitution and of two 
annual reports (1924, 1925) of the Australian Ex Libris Society. 

From the Estate of Mary Livingston Willard the Library received, as a 
bequest, 287 volumes and 2 pamphlets, including works of Henry James, 
Ruskin, Lamb, Rousseau, Wells, Hardy, etc. From Mr. R. C. Dick Lock- 
wood, White Plains, N. Y., came manuscript material relating to Jesse R. 
Grant (father of President Grant), including a cancelled check signed “J. R. 
Grant,” and a manuscript genealogy of the Grant family. From the Estate 
of Dr. and Mrs. George W. Crary, came a collection of 397 volumes and 51 
pamphlets, chiefly mystery stories. 

Dr. Lawrence M. Stanton gave the Library two manuscript volumes: 
Journal kept on Board the United States Ship Guerriére, by John M. Ber- 
rien, U.S.N. .. “At Sea, February 14, 1829”; and the journal and log book 
of Captain Samuel Hill of Boston, on the Ship Ophelia, “bound for Canton, 
July 5, 1815, and after 20 months returned to Boston, Feb. 28, 1817”; also 
43 other books and 57 pamphlets. From Dr. Thomas Ollive Mabbott came 
Volume One (Nos. 1—28, all issued, May 19—Nov. 24, 1827) of “The 
North American,” Baltimore, which contains the first known periodical con- 
tributions of Edgar Allan Poe. From the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
New York City, came three volumes of its Egyptian Museum Publications: 
“The Monastery of Epiphanius at Thebes,” Parts 1, 2, New York, 1926; 
“The Monasteries of the Wadi ’n Natrun (New Texts from the Monastery 
of Saint Macarius),”? New York, 1926.

It is now generally established as a result of nineteenth-century controversy, followed by the 
covery of better evidence in the twentieth century, that in 1524 Giovanni da Verrazzano, the 
lian who sailed to North America in the interest of France, entered the present harbor of 
ww York in the ship “Dauphine.” He did not reach Manhattan Island; he never came back, 
d his visit was fruitless. ‘ 

So long as the corrupted text of Verrazzano’s letter to Francis I., of France, dated July 8, 
24, as given in Ramusio and elsewhere, was the only evidence, it left the matter in contro- 


sy. But the discovery of the Cellére Codex and studies derived from it have established 


yond peradventure the genuineness of the letter and the certainty of the discovery.
